Whoa Jaclrson had rcacbod tbopoinfiwbere 


liislino no\voi-o*«od tlio tunipiko, scarcely a 
milo west of Ch^nct;lloifr\'iHo and not half Q 
rmlo from ;i line of Federal troops, ho had 
fnunil his front lino unlit for the farther and 
vigorous ndvatico ho desired, by reason ot'Lho 
irregular clmructor oC tho fighting, now right, 
now loft-, and because oC tho dense- tMokots 
turough which it was impossible to pi'csci^'o 
alignment. Division conniiandcfs found it 
more uid inoro difllcult as tho tu'Uight docp- 
oncd to hold tlioir brol;cu brigades in hand. 
Regretting I ho necessity Of rtilieviiig tbo 
troops in front, Gen. Jackson ha-.l ordered A. 
P. IliH's division, his third and reserve liny, 
10 l;e placed in7ront. Whilo this change was 
bui:ig elTcctod, impatient and tui^ious, tbo 
ge!n;ral rode forward on tho turnpike, fol- 
lowed by two or three of Ins staff and u num- 
ber of couriers mid signal sergeants. Ho 
passed tho swampy depression, and began the 
ascent o? tbo hill toward CluuiceUorsville, 
vvIiL-n hu eumt: upon a lino of tlio Fu'doral in- 
fantry !ymo on their arms. Fired ;ic by ono 
or two muskuts (two musket balls from tho 
enemy wbistled over my head as I cume to 
the front), ho turned and caino back toward 
his line, upon tho side oC tbe road to bis left.

As lie rotlia near to tlie Confederate troops 


jt'.st placed in position, and ignorant that he 
«tv% in tbo fj'ont, tbo left company began 
firing to the front, and two of bin party foil 
from their saddles dead—Cant. Boswell, of 
tbo engineers, and Scrgt. CiiiiUffe, of tbo sig- 
nal corps. Spurring his horse across tho road 
to h.i.s right, hu was met a second volley from 
tho right company of Tender's North Carolina 
brigade. Under this volley, when not two 
rods from tbo troops, tbo general received 
three balls at tin* snmu instant. Ono j»nc- 
ti-atcd the palm of bis right band, and was 
cut out that night from the back of bis hand, 
A second pajwed around tho wrist Of tho loft 
arm and out through the left hand. But a 
tliird bull passed through tho left arm half 
way from ihu shoulder to tho elbow. 
Tlio 


larpj bonu of tho upper arm %\'u« splintered to 
the elbow joint, and the wound bled freely. 
His liorso turned quickly from tho fire, 
through tho thick bushes, which swept tbo 
cup from tho general's head and scratched his 
forehead, leaving drops of blood to stain his 
fa co. 


As ho lost his hold upon tho bridle rein ho 


reeled from tho saddle and wos caught by the 
arms of Capt. Milbourne, of tho signal corps. 
Lain upon tho ground, there camo at onco to 
his stiL-cor Gen. A. P. Hill and members oc 
bis stall', Tho writer reached his side a 
mimito after, to find Gen. Hill holding tho 
bead mid shoulders of the wounded chief. 
Cutting open tho coat sleeve, from wrist to 
shoulder, I found tlio wound in the upper 
arm, and with my handkerchief I bound tho 
arm above the wound, to stem tho flow of 
blood. Couriers were sent for Dr. Hunter 
McGuire, tho surgeon oE tbo corps and tho. 
general's trusted friend, and for an aiubu- 
lanctj. Being outside of our lines, it was 
urgent that lie should bo moved at onco, 
U'ith difficulty Utter bearers were brought 
fixmi tho lino near Ity, tbo general placed 
upon thu litter and carofully raised to tbo 
shoulder, I myscU bearing ono corner. 


UNDER ABTrLLERY FIRE. 


A moment later rirtillcry from tho Federal 


si Jo wits oponud \pon us; great broadsides 
thimdorcd over t!:o woods; hissing shells 
yeurcbcd tho darl; thicl^ets through, and 
slirnpnel swept the road along which wo 
moved. Two or three stops farther and tho 
litter beaivr at my side was struck and fell, 
but ns the litter turned Maj. \Vutklus Leigh, 
of llill's s^iff, happily caught it. But Lbo 
fright of thu men was so great that wo were 
obliged to lay tho Utter and its burden doivn 
upon tb» ro:id. As the litter beui'tirs ran to 
Uio cover of tbe trees I throw myself by tbo 
general's side, and held liim firmly to the 
ground as he attempted to rise. Over us 
swept the rapid flro of shot and aboil—grapo- 
shot striking tiro on tho flinty rock of thw 
ruad nil around us and swooping from tbeir 
foot horses and men of the artillery just moved 
to tho front. 
Soon tho firing veered to tho 


other sido of tbo road, and I sprang to my 
I'ect, assisted tho general to rise, passed my 
arm around him, and witb tho wounded man's 
weight, thrown heavily upon mo, we fortool: 
llu- road. 


Entering tho woods, be sank to tho ground 


fr*im exhaustion, buc tho litter was soon 
brought, and, again rallying a few men, WB 
essayed to oarry him farther, when a second 
bearer fell at niy side. This time, with nono 
to assist, the litter careened, and tho general 
fell to tbo ground wi:h a groan of deep pain. 
C-re-uLly alarmed, I sprang to bis aid, and lift- 
ing his head ofc a stray beam of moonlight 
eamo through clouds and leaves, bo opened 
his eyes and wearily said: "Never mind me, 
caption, never mind mo." liaising him again 
to his feet, ho was accosted by Brig. Gen. 
1'ender: "Oh, general. I hope you aro not 
seriously wounded. I will have to retire uiy 
troops to reform them, they aro so much 
broken by this fire." But Jackson, rnJh'ing 
bis strength, witb firm voice said: "You must 
bold your ground, Gen. Ponder; you must 
bold vour ground, sir I'1 And so uttered his 
hist command on the Geld.—Capt. James 
Towor Smith in Tbe Century.

MADE AS CLEAII AS DAV. 


"And what aro 'puts,' 'calk,' 'spread*' fl-"d. 


'straddle*'?" asked tbo vntci1 when ho first 
wont down on "\Vu?] struct. 


""U'clVwiid John 3i. McConn, tho confl- 


dentitil clerk of Russell Sago, of whom tlio 
question \\KS askotl, "I'll t^ll you if you it' 
you promise never to mcn-ioi: tho poetical 
subject again. It requires pretty deft word- 
ing to make tho thing clear, so it is not an 
oxlllaraling subject to talk 01;. You hear a 
good deal about 'puts' and 'calls,' but I ven- 
ture to say there are 50,000,000 persons in tho 
United States who do not know what they 
aro, nor what tho meaning is o£ tbo word 
'privileges.' Now n privilege is a contract by 
which tho maker oC it, Russell Sago, S. V. 
Waito, Jay Gould or Harvey Kennedy, en- 
gages to purchase from tho holder in tho ono 
case, or to sell to tho holder in tho other case, 
a number of share* of somo specified stock, 
ut a certain prico at any time within n. cer- 
tain ]»riod at tho option of tho holder. Got 
that?" 


A "CALL" EXPLAINED. 


"A 'call' is a privilege bought of tho maker 


at a certain price, aud tbo owner of it is priv- 
ileged to call for si certain amount of stock at 
a ci\"oa price, within thirty, sixty or ninety 
days, four or six months. If a man holds u 
'put,' holms UJQ right to deliver to tho maker 
uf tho privilege u stock at a certain agreed on 
price within u certain number of Jay;-. Clear? 
No. Well, let's try once mon>. 


"Suppose Western Union is selling at 70. A 


man wants a sixty day'put1 on it at GO, be- 
cause ho believes the stock is going down. He 
gives Mr. Sage, Mr. White, Air. Kennedy or 
Mr. Gould 1 per cent, on tho amount of stock 
lie wants to deal in. A hundred, share's is 
usual, and 1 per cent, is $100. Ho receives m 
return a slip oL' paper signed by either one or 
thu other OL' tbeso gentlemen. Then if "West- 
ern Union goes below CO within sixty days, 
:o may buy it for whatever it is selling for 
xjlow that prico and 'put' it to tho maknr oH 
tho privilege at tho price agreed on, CO, and 


•o a check for ?G,GOO. Tbo bolder mokes 


the difference-. 
Ah, you understand. 
If 


telegraph does not go below GG the holder is 
out his SI 00. Tho 'call' business opcmtcs ex- 
actly in tho opposite way. A man buys thu 


"jge of calling Western Union, at 7.1!! 


when it, is suiting at 70. If it sulls above 7,">, 
you can call on tlio maker of tho privilege for 
100 shares at 7,1, and the 100 shares aro thus 
bought by tbo ho'.der for ?7t:500, and ho turns 
around and soils is at SO, if tho stock is 
selling there, nnd pockets tfio diiryrouco.1' 


"SPREADS" AXD "STRADDLES." 


"What about 'spreads' and 'straddles?'" 
"A 'straddle1 is a 'put1 and 'call1 combined. 


Tho holder of or.o may 'put,' otock to the 
maker oC tho privilege or 'call' for it. 'Strad- 
dles' conio high, because there is money in 
them whichever way tho market may go. If 
tho market does not go all, but stands still, 
why, tho maker Li in the mor.oy he has been 
paid for tho privilege, usually about 3 per 
cent., or $300, A 'spread' 'is also a 'put' and 
and a "calf combined, but there is this differ- 
ence, a 'straddle* is mcdo ab the narkat. 
That is to say, the maker of the privilege 
takes tho risk tbat tho stock in question does 
uot move to any extent from the price at 
\\iiich it is selling when tho privilego is sold. 
In a 'spread' tho maker has more leeway. If 
\Vestcrn Union is selling at 70, to go bade to 
tho old illustration, tho maker o£ tho privi- 
lege sells a 'spread,1 say at (37 and 80. If it 
ROCS below 07, tho holder can 'put' the stock 
and make tbo difference, and if it goes above 
SO, tho holder can 'call1 i: at that prico and 
reap tho profits. But so long as the prico of 
tho stock keeps within thoso points tho maker 
of tho privilege is safe. To put it in another 
way, tho holder of a 'straddle' will mako if 
the market for tbo stock ho is dealing in 
moves at all. Tlio holder of a 'spread' dpesrTt 
mako anything until tho market moves past 
certain limits. There is ono thing more, the 
maker oC a privilege onJy receives tho money 
for which he sells tho privilege, while the 
holdcv may mako thousands—or nothing.— 
New York Mail and. Express.
